I, LOhISFIMA, Norito, make oatr and say as follows: 


I am 50 years old, raving been born in tre City of Kenazawa 
on February 16, 1896. 


I speak, read end understend tre English language. 


In September 1928, I was sent to lukden to serve in tre 
capacity of consul as First assistent to Consul General FAYACFI, 
Kyujiro. I served in this office until December 1932, curing 
wrieh period I served as Acting Consul Generel on tre occasions 
wren tre Consul Generel was out of tre jurisdiction; especially 
did I serve as Acting Consul Generel from December 1931 to 
December 1932, tre Consul General Yaving been recalled to Japan 
at trat time on otrer business. 


As tre First Assistant to tre Consul Genera), my duties 
were largely of an executive nature, Tre office of tre Consul 
General was concerned witr matters relating to Crinese affairs, 
perticularly Japan's interests in Mancruria, end all political 
matters relating to foreign countries, and arrenging for tre 
protection of Jepanese netionals in peace time. It was tre 
particular duty and obligation of our office to keep posted on 
current trends and developments which migrt adversely affect 
the political policies of tre Japanese Government; to anticipate 
suck trends end developments and to currently report conclusions 
in trese respects to tre Japanese Foreign Office, In order 
effectively to perform trese duties and functions, tre Consul 
General's office aveiled itself of all accessible crannels of 
informetion. Suc> crannels of information consisted among 
otters of tre Consular Police, several fundred in number, wro 
were stationed trrougrout tre jurisdiction of our l‘ukden office; 
tre officials of tre South Mancrurian Railway; and tre Kwantung 
Government; tre officers in tre readquarters of tre Special 
Mission of tre Army located in Mukden; tre C*inese representative 
in tre trree Eastern Provinces comprising l'ancruria; Jepenese 
netionals loceted in Manchuria; and many other suc* sources of 
informetion. It wes tre duty of tre Consular Police to make 
daily reports to our office of any unusuel tappenings, events 
or informetion as to trends and developments. Tris trey dia 
regularly. I, personally, conducted conferences deily witr such 
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of tre eforementioned officiels end officers es circumstences 
end conditions suggested tre edvisebility of. 


In tre performence end discharge of tre duties end func- 
tions of our office, we were required to end did eveil our- 
selves of tre eforemcntioned c’enncls of informetion. Tre 
office of tre Consul Generel too! eppropriete officiel ection 
predicated upon tre informetion so acquired end received end 
made reny reports to tre Jepenese Government in connection 
trerewitr., It wes trc duty end responsibility of our office 
to drew conclusions fror: informetion so obteined and to advise 
tre Jepenese Government es to suck tronds end developments 
wrick migrt involve Jeven's politicel policies, as suck 
informetion indicetcd. Tis, we endeavored to do es effectively 
és possible. 


In 1928 end 1929, t*c reedouerters of tc Kwentung Army 
wes locetcd normelly at Port Arthur end tre Commender of trat 
Army wes Lt. Generel i URAOKA. lie jor-Genorel HATA, Srinji, wes 
C-ief of tre Special Mission of tre Army, witr reedquerters 
at lukden end Lejor LEOhIOKA was assistent to tre Chief of trat 
Mission. Tresce two officers were succecded by l’ejor-Genereal 
SUZUKI, Yostimitsi end Mejor YANAYA, Tedasbi. Later, lejor- 
Generel SUZUKI wes succeeded by Mejor-Generel DOI¥VAIA, Kenji. 
Trese were tre officers wrom I normally contected in the head- 
quarters of tre Army Special lission in ilukden wren tre 
desirebility of conferences witr tre militery was suggested. 
Occasionelly, it beceme desireble for me to visit tre Generel 
Feadquerters of tre Kwentung Army in Port Arthur to confer about 
spcciel metters. Also, I oftcn conferred witr tre Govcrnor- 
Generel of tre Kwentung Province end otter officiels in tret 
office. 


Wren Premier TsN4KA ceme into office, Ye ennounced @ more 
positive policy towerd HNancturie tren red been followed in tre 
predecessor Cabinet. Tris nolicy plecced tre greetest importencc 
on tre meintcnence of peece end order ttrrougrout tre wrole of 
Mancrurie. It wes tre first time thet Jepen rad definitely 
esserted tret ste would teke upon ferself tre responsibility 
end tesk of nreserving peace end order in Mencruria. Tre 
positive policy elso resulted in troops being sent into Crina 
proper; tret is, Tcinen, on to occesions; néemely, Mey 1927 
end April 1928, to insure tre sefety end protcct trc rigrts 
of Jepencsc nationels trcrese Tre sendinse of troops into Crina 
proper in April 1928 had trc cffeet of dctcrring tre advence 
of the Crieng-kei-S*ck ermies towerd Peiping end Ticntsin. 


At t*is timc, lers”el Creng Tso-lin wes merstel of 
Mencrurie. In t*c edministretion of this positive policy, 
Premier TaNsAKA wes Icnding support to and colleboreting witr 


Creng Tso-lin. It ‘es the policy of tre TANAKA Government to 
cndeevor to nrorote end expend Jepen's intcrests in Iencruria 
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trrougt colleboretion end ncgotiction ith Creng Tso-lin. Tris 
policy of collebor:tion end negotietion “itr Creng Tso-lin mct 
with strong disepprovel on tre pert of 2 group end clique of 
officcrs.in tre Kyentung Army wricr et tret timc wes lcd by 
Coloncl KA'JANMOTO Teiselu. Trere were otrcr younger officers 

of t*c Kwentung Army essociated in this group end cliquc wrosc 
nemes I do not now rcecell,. Tris clement in the Kwentung Army 
fclt thet the Government stouvld discontinuc collaboretion and 
negotiction witr constituted eutroritics in Mencrurie end srould 
employ force to prescrve end promote Jepen's interest t*cre, 


At tris timc, Cheng Tso-lin bad ambitions to cstablisr ris 
leedcrstip in Crine proper end as Grend Ierstel of is ermics 
¥ed noved tis beedouertcrs to Peiping. Tris met witr tre steunct 
disepprovel of Prcemicr TANAKA wo ccnsistcntly edvised Creng 
Tso-lin tret tc srovuld ebendon ‘is embitions in Crins propor 
return to lencrurie enc conecrn fimsclf solely with meintaining 
‘Fis lcederstip trcrc. 


Creng Tso-lin ignorcd such edvicc end rcgucsts on trc part 
of Premicr TANAKA until rc suffcrcd defcat in tre summcr of 
1928 wren the Southern Army of Crieng Kei-Stck wes meking ¢ 
strong edvenec into Nortr Crine. At tris time, Creng Tso-lin 
wes compcllcd by militery cireumstenees to rcturn to Menchurie. 
Creng Tso-lin dcpertee from Nortr Crinre for l’ukdcn in tre first 


weck of Junc 1928. As the trein on wick to was treveling 
epprocercd iiukdcn, be wes killed by en cxplosion “ick wreeked 
ris trein. Tris cxvlosion wes vnlcnncd end brougrt ebout by the 
clement of the Kwentung army wricr wes dissetisficd with TANAKA's 
policy of colleboretion with Creng-Tso-lin. Tris murcer of 

Crenz Tso-lin ercetcd cuite ¢ crisis in tre TANAKA Cebinct end 
ultinmetcly resultcd in its fell in 1929. 


From tre detc of trc fell of tre TANAKA Cebinct until tre 
letc sumncr of 1931, tre influcnece of tris clemcnt of tc Kventun; 
Army in sovcrnnente] policics grew progressivcly stronger, 

During ttis pcriod, Coloncl IT/.G/KI, Scisriro, Lt. Coloncl 
ISPIFARA, Kenji, end lejor FaNsAYA crc cmong t”ose in thc Kwantung 
Army vo beceme definitcly idcntificd “it te lcadcrs*ip in 

t*is groupe. T’is group end clique of officcrs in trc Kwentung 
Arny in this pcriod were cf tre strong oninion thet trc use of 
crmea forces was neecssery to prcscrve cnd project Jcpen's 
intcrests in !isnec’urie, Trcy sccmcd to went to occupy it end 

to estcblisr ¢ government trcerce scperetc from Crine propcr end 
wrier would be subservient to Jepene During this pcriod, many 
invswdents occurred wich migrt be avtribuvtcd to enti-dJeprncse 
f.cling prcveiling in li-ycruric and tre policy of restoration 

of nationcl rig*ts under tc lcedcrstip of Creng Msucr-Licng. 

Ty<c Consulstc rede thc greetcst cfforts to scttlc tresc incidcnts 
by ncegotirtion cnd nerecful meene so thet trev migtt not be 

uscd cs prctcxts for ttc usc of forec. Yowiver, tre dctcrminetion 
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on tre part of tre group end cliguc in tre Army to cmploy force 
in Hencrurie grew progrcssively strongcr t*rougrout te summcr 
of 1931 end it beerme morc ené morc difficult for t’< officc 
of tre Consul Gencrel end the Government to kccp tre situetion 
in fend. By letc sumncr it beceeme eppercnt to 211 concerncd 
tret it wes only c question cf deys until tre militery would 
be on the move in lirne*uiie, In the letter pert of August 
end until tre middic of Scotcmbcr, tre Consuler office wes 
scriously conecrncd wit’ tre edjustucnt end scttlemcnt of tre 
NAKAMURA effeir, Tris im olvcd the killing of NAUAIURA, e 
Jepencse officer wro ellcgedly wes on en invcstigetion tour 
in inncr-Mongolie for the Kwentung Army. Fc bed obtcined a 
pessport from tre Crincsc undcr lis frisc rcprescntetion that 
re wes en egricuiturc! szcicnsis Yo wentcd to conduct researck 
in tris ficld. Wrile oc ed ir vic rcej. mission, ris truc 
idcntity bcermc ncwn ere be y ki. Jed by e nunber of soldicrs 
belonging to tke resuler dr Cheng Fsuch-Lieng. On tre 
eftcrnoon of Scp*tcr.bcr 18, 1931, ncgotictions witt. respcet to 
edjustment end scttlcmcnt of t*is cffeir wcrc in progress 
betwecn thc Consulrtc end tre Crincse rcprescntctives. A 
furtrer confcrcnec in trc Coneulote wes edjourned et chout 
cigrt o'clock ia tc cvening beerusc it ked been concluded 
thet sinec ¢ member of tre wilitery ves involved, it vould be 
nceecssery to conicr vith epprovrinte representetives of tre 
Army before eny rerthcr reprcescntetions srould be mede to tre 
“rincsce officicels 

Upon thc concivstorn of tris confcrcnec et 8:00 P.]... I ves 
dclegetcd the responsiblity to arrengc for tre ettcndenec of 
cpproprietc nilitery vierce ntrtives et ¢ furthcr confcrcnec 
w'icy wes to be head iotir In the cvening, At this tine, I 
cndcevored to contact %!: resnonsibl« officers of tr< Speciel 
Mission of tke army in lakdcn in ordcr to errengc for trem to 
attcnd tris confcrcnec, ‘Te officcrs I cndcevorcd perticulerly 
to contece were Colonel PIVTTLRLA, Chicf of tre Spcciel Mission 
end Mejor FaNsva. tre #seiitent Cricf, wro were in cherge of tre 
Pecdquertcrs officc. I yas ole to Loeste citrer of tresc 
officcrs or eny otrcr responsibl militery officer. ifter I 
bed sougrt to locetc these officers ct treir respective officcs, 
billcts, end tre usuel botcis, scsteurents end otrcr plrecs 
vier thcy frequcnicd, I so rcportca to tr pC B Ue De ond rctircd 
to my personel gurrtcrs edjcecn: to tre

By tre time I reectkcd my reedquertcrs, 
Consul Generel *iY.SFI bed returned from « visit wit’ en cee 
oucintcnec end I reported to rim trc devclopnints of tre cvcning 
in deteil. 


Upon reecipt of my report, tre Consvl Generel telkcd by 
prone ¢ number of tincs during thc nigtt of Scptcmber 18 end 
tre carly morning of tre 19tr witr Colonel IT.G.KI in en effort 
to persundc rin to ccrse tre figtting end to permit the Consuletc 
to cndeevor to scttle the mettcr trrougr peeccful negotictions. 
Coloncl IT4GAKI remained dcficnt enu consistcntly informed the 
Consul Generel thet re stould ceesc interfercnec with the right 
of tre military command; trat gencrel orders red been issucd 
to the army end treat the drmy would procecd cs plenncd. Trrough- 
out tre night of Scptcmbcr 18 we rcecivcd numerous represente- 
tions on the part of tre Suprcme Advisor for Cheng Psuch-Lieng, 
thon Mersrel of Mencruric, trat tre Chinese were procecding on 
& policy of nonercsistence end implorcd tre office of tre Consul 
Gcncrel to persucdce the Jeprnese army to ccasc ettecks end to 
resort to pceceful ncgotictions. 411 suct rcprescntetions were 
communiceted to tre nilitery to no eveil end tre occupation of 
Mukden continued. On tre dey of Ecptcmber 19, in my continued 
cfforts to pcrsued thc drny to ecese militery cetivitics, I 
visited thc reedouertcrs of tre Kwentung army severel timcs end 
conferred witr officcrs in tre Kwentung /rny, tre reodquertcrs 
of tre Kwentung irnmy beving becn moved by tris timc from Port 
«arthur to liukdcn. On one of thesc visits, I obscrvcd in the 
reedquertcrs of. the Kwentung army, Gcncrel T..TLKAVA wro wes 
dresscd in civilien clothes, it tris tine, Gcneral TsATEKAWA 
held thc office of C’icf of onc of trc depertnents of the Generel 
St<ff in Tokyo end I could not undcrstend why be should be in 
ilukdcn drcsscd in civilien attire. 


Under tre gencrel orders wick were issued on the night 
of Scptcmber 18, 211 of thc Jepencsc armics in Mencrurie cemc 
into opcretion. The Korcen 4rny wick wes stetioncd on the 
bordcr crosscd tre Yelu River end cane over to perticipete in 
tre cetivitics, Dcspite ell cfforts to control tte situction, 
tre army continucd witr its oceupction of Iencrurie which wes 
consolidated by the spring of 1932. In Merct of 1932, © puppet 
governncent wes csteblishcd witr Pueyi cs its hcad,. There was 
no populer movencnt in Menchurie for the csteblishment of any 
indcpcndcnt government. T'is movcmcnt wes sponsorcd and inspired 
by the Kwontung army end thc Sclf-Govcrnnent Guiding Bocrd, wrick 
wes erceted by the Kwentung army. 411 of the importent on 
controlling positions in t*c puppct government were fillcd by 
Jepanese sclectcd by the Kwentung i.rny. 
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r Uvon tre csteblistment of ttc puppct governnent, the 
Province of Jerol in Inncr-lfonj oldie wes dcclercd to be within 
its sptcrce of inflvinee, Tris move proved incffcetuel bee 
ceuse it did not Frve tkc Support of tc Governnent nor tte 
people of Jcrol. Wren tke Kwentung «rmy rcelized tis situe- 
tion, end tre continucd cxistcnee of tre cxilcd Governncnt of 
Creng Pseer-Lieng in Jcrol, the army procccded to occupy Jckrol 
and meke it a pert of tre puppct regime by forec,: Tris puppet 
governncnt continucd to be dominatcd ena controlled by the 
Kwentung arny until 1945. Jepen officirlly recognized the 
indcpcndenec of tris Govcernnent in Scptcnber 1932, Tris ecsture 
in nowise elterce thc control end dominetion of the Govcrnnent 
by thc Kwentung iIMY
